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1 . The following allowable claim is suggested for the purpose of an interference: 

A method of displaying a paging message using an analog watch mechanism that includes a 

body with marks thereon and a plurality of hands for displaying time, the method comprising the 
steps of: 

(a) receiving a paging message; and 

(b) moving one of said hands to point to one of said marks to indicate a paging message. 

2. The suggested claim must be copied exactly, although other claims may be proposed 
under 37 CFR 1.605(a). 

3. The claim suggested above is for the purpose of instituting interference with U.S. Patent 
No. 5,479,378. 

4. Applicant should make the suggested claim within ONE MONTH or THIRTY DAYS 
from the mailing date of this letter, whichever is longer. Failure to do so will be considered a 
disclaimer of the subject matter of this claim under the provisions of 37 CFR 1.605(a). THE

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5. Claims 5, 6 and 20 are considered unpatentable over this suggested claim.
